NAVY DEPARTMENT DECLARES 
HESPERIAN SUNK BY TORPEDO 


Finding of Investigators to Cause 


Further Diplomatic Exchanges 


Washington, Oct 30. (By United 


Press)—The Allen liner 
Hesperian 


was torpedoed and not sunk by a mine 
as contended by Germany, according 
to a report submitted today by the 
Navy department to Secretary of 
State Lansing. The Navy 
depart- 


ment's report, the state department 
announced, will be made the subject 
of new representations to Berlin. 


Secretary Lansing indicated that 


the Hesperian incident would not re- 
open the submarine warfare question 
with Germany except as to the fact 
that indemnity for the Hesperian <s 
loss would be asked. No lives were 
lost when the vessel was sunk. 
The 


finding of the naval experts that the 
vessel was torpedoed was based on a 
piece of metal about 12 inches square 
thrown upon the ship's deck by an 
avalanch of water. 
By the 
report 


of the navy* to the state department 
it was conclusively established that 
the piece of metal was a portion' of 
a torpedo. 
The navy report said 


from its texture the metal could not 
have been that of a mine.
